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GUIDE TO PROFESSIONAL CONDUCT 


The Constitution of The Association of Life Insurance 
Medical Directors empowers the Executive Council to 
consider and take action with respect to questions which 
may arise concerning the professional conduct of mem- 
bers. The Constitution grants certain disciplinary pow- 
ers to the Council in case it determines that professional 
misconduct has occurred. Although the Constitution 
does not define exactly what is meant by “professional 
misconduct,” it clearly implies that a member has pro- 
fessional responsibilities to the public at large, to his 
employer, and to his professional associates. Every mem- 
ber of the Association will be guided not only by the 
accepted principles of medical ethics of his country but 
also by the following additional principles approved by 
the Council: 


1. The member shall make a conscientious effort to 
improve the application of medical knowledge and 
skills to the field of insurance medicine. 


2. The member is encouraged to participate in the ac- 
tivities of his local medical organizations. 


3. The member shall avoid solicitation of business or 
other advantages for his employer by representing 
himself, by implication or comparison, as possessing 
unique, unusual or superior underwriting ability or 
knowledge when there is reasonable doubt of the truth 
of such representation. 


4. The member shall not render his services under terms 
or conditions which impair, or tend to impair, exercise 
of sound medical judgment. 


5. The member shall assume his rightful share of re- 
sponsibility for the proper handling of all confidential 
medical information in possession of his employer. 


6. In performing his professional duties, the member 
shall be responsible not only to his employer but also 
to the interests of society in general by supporting 
the activities of the insurance industry, as well as 
those in the field of ciinical medicine, designed to 
maintain and improve the health of the people, and by 
promoting high quality life and health insurance for 
the public. 
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
